Earth; yet he wou'd be ſo infatuated at 
Certain Times, as to be bliad, when he 
ſnou'd have ſeen moſt; deaf, when he 
ſhould have pry'd into the niceſt Whiſper , 
and, in ſhort, often quite 4ſt his Under» 
ſtanding, when he had the moſt Occaſion 
to make uſe of it. 


During 
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During theſe fatal Intervals, his Crea- ma 
tures took their Advantages of the Euto- 
pears; and almoſt in all Reſpects acted | 
quite contrary to the natural Notions of 
Theodore, who was, of himſelf, all Mercy 
and Goodneſs ; ever ready to hear and re- 
dreſs the Grieyances of his People; but 
was too often blinded by the wicked 
Schemes and Devices of his Seryants ; of 
which I ſhall have Occaſion to ſpeak 
more largely.

wonder'd at, conſidering the many valu- 
able Qualifications of Theodore, and his 
great Love for the ona that he 
did not remove him from his Preſence. 
Indeed Lord Theodore had other Ser- 
vants whoſe Actions deſery'd Cenſure ; 
but as Sempronius is by far the moſt in- 
famous, I have mention'd him firſt, 15 
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ſhall ſpeak more of him, and of his Fel- 
low-Seryants, in a proper Place. 

To give the Reader a long Deſcription 
of Eutopia, once Nurſery of Heroes, and 
Delight of Gods, wou'd be tiring his Pa- 
tience; let it therefore ſuffice to inform 
him, that it was once rich and flouriſhing, 
and the Terror of its Enemies; now, 
greatly impovyeriſh'd, and the Joak of 
Thoſe, who before wou'd have trembled 
at the bare mention of an Eutopean. 

Since this is too ſurely the . preſent 
Caſe, let us examine what Cauſe the fa- 
tal Change has been owing to; which, if 
too late to be redreſs'd, it may, how- 
ever, be a Means for other Lord/bips to 
on the Rock on which ourſelves have 

lit. | 
"i muſt be remark'd, that Lord Theo- 
dore, even from his firſt bearing that Ti- 
tle, always ſhew'd the greateſt Fondneſs 
for Sempronius; and was ready to hear 
him at all times, and on all Occaſions, 
when far more worthy Men, Men of 
noble Birth have been deny'd even Ad- 
mittance into his Preſence. Indced he 
could fawn, flatter, cringe, bow, be an 
obſequious Slave, and bear a Kick upon 
Occaſion ; which is beneath an Eutopean 
to ſubmit to; but this, however, fix'd 
Sempronius in his Lord's Fayour. 


Having 
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Having now, as he imagin'd, nothing 
to fear; and, as he had already taken 
pretty good Care to provide for himſelf, 
he begins to look about for his Relations, 
and other Creatures, that were to aid and 
aſſiſt in oppreſſing the Eutopeans. 
Sycophants and Flatterers now fetch a 
high Price; as wan, bor deſigns none 
but ſuch to cut any Figure at the“ *** 
of Theodore ! Now, the honeſt, honour- 
able Man is deſpis'd and neglected; and 
thoſe Schemes put in Practice, which be- 
fore were even hazardous to mention. 
Furora in utopia!“ once happy, flouriſhing Ifle, 
card, . * 
I now pity thy deplorable Condition! 
Thus to ſee thy moſt beautiful and wſe- 
ful Flowers torn up by the Ront ; and, in 
their Places, nothing planted but -Thi- 
files, Turnips, Weeds, and the Refuge of 
the worft of Gardens! Now ſhall Petty 
| Lo2dſhips triumph over Thee, and Thy 
1 People ! now ſhall a fatal Sadneſs run 
k throughout thy whole Territories; while 
thoſe of thy Neighbours ſball ſay, with 
Joy in their Hearts, Verily, this Sempro- 
nius is 4 good Man; he hath done ell 
for us! te hath fought our Battle, &c. 
| Let us ſpare ourſelves and People, for 
Fear need not to approach us, as the Edge 
| is taken off the Swords of our Enennes. 
The Eutopeans finding themſelyes thus 
. inſulted and oppreſs'd at Home, 3 
| We 
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Awe their Neighbours us'd to ſtand in 
quite abated and worn off, were deter- 
min'd to repreſent their melancholy Cir- 
cumſtances to the Heads o the Lordſhip, 
who uſually met once a Year on the Af- 
fairs of Eutopia. 

Bur, alas! how vain their Attempt ! 
The Artifice and Cunning of Sempronius 
and his Tools, having already took Care 
to prevent a Deſign of this Nature being 
brought to Perfection, by planting Crea- 
tures, wretched as himſelf, to over-rule 
whatever ſhuu'd be brought on the Carpet 
againſt him. 

Thus he bore an almoſt univerſal Sway; 
and tho' an Eutopian might ſee himſelf 
more and more opprels'd every Day, yet, 
as it was ſo difficult to find Means to bring 
the Offender to Juſtice, it made them ima- 
gine all ſurther Attempts wou'd be fruit- 
leſs. 

But at length, quite tir'd out with the 
Intolence of Sxpronns, Lucius (a brave 
aud experienced Futopian) ſteps in to their 
Aid, and put ſuch Meatures in Practice, 
as any reatonable Man would have ima- 
gin'd could not have fail'd of _— 
this wicked Steward to his Maſter, and 
at leaſt, have oblig'd him to quit his Em- 

ployment with Shame and Ditgrace, 

But, lo! Notwithſtanding Progfs were 
made 4741jt him, clear as the Sun at 

Noon- 
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Noon- day; yet happen'd it at an anlucky 
Criſis! T had before obſery'd, that Theo- 
dore often fell into fatal Fits of Blindne(s ; 
and no ſooner was any Duſt rais d on this 
Occaſion, but it immediately affected his 
Steht, and Blindneſs enſu'd, till the Storm 
Was over. © | 
Sempronius, however, finding himſelf 
not ſufficiently ſecure from the Reſent- 
ment of an injur'd People, and knowing 
Theodore to be of an amorous Diſpoſition, 
call'd in one of the Fair Sex to his Aſ- 
ſiſtance: Nor could he think of any more 
proper for this Purpoſe, than Scarri//a, 
whom he had ſome Power oyer, and whom 
he knew Theodore had the greateſt Paſ- 
ſion for. | 
| Scarrr55aat No ſooner was our modern Sophontsba 
| ann introduc'd at ***** but a Hannibal was 
ready to receive her in his Arms, and Fo R 
A Woman GIVE THE WORLD 
AWAY ! Now wou'd his Fits of Deaf- 
neſs ſeize him, as often as the Cries of an 
injur d People reach'd his Ears! Now was 
his Underſtanding quite loſt in Love and 
Scarriſia ! 
Thus, drown'd in Love, wou'd Sem- 
pronius take all Advantages of Theodore. 
My good Lord, ſaid he to him, one Day 
as he had juſt came from the Arms of his 
fair Enchantreſs, you ſee the Diſcontents 
of the People are grown high! let me en- 
| treat 
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treat you, my good Lord (bowing, fawn- 
ing and kneeling) let the Tears of your old, 
and faithful Servant Sempronius ſpeak for 
him, whoſe whole Life has been a conti- 
nu'd Scene of Care for your Perſon and 
your Lordſhip; permit me then, great 
Sire, to lay the Honours, yon have 
thought fit. to beſtow on me, at your 
Feet. 

Theodore, greatly aſtoniſh'd at this Re- 
queſt, defir'd to know the Meaning of ſo 
ſudden a Change: To which Semprontus 
reply'd, as he had deliberately conſider'd 
the Poſture of Affairs, it was the moſt 
proper Step that cou'd be taken, in order 
to appeaſe the Murmurings of tte People. 
But Theodore, quite overcome with the 
ſoft Paſſion, and thinking every Moment 
an Hour that he was abſent form the 
fair Karriſia] defird him to reſt fatit- 
fy'd for a few Days, and he wou'd take 
his Requeſt into his Conſideration. 


| ; . Lucius re- 
No ſooner had Sempronins left his Lord, ene lu, Pelle 


but Lucius, who enjoy'd very conſidera- 
ble Poſts under Theodore, came tox, 
in Order to reſign them. At firſt, he was 
deny'd Admittance to the Preſence of his 
Lord; but at length gaining his Point, he 
ſoon declar'd his Buſineſs; and told his 
Maſter, in plain Terms, that he was of 
Cato's Opinion, 
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When Vice prevails, and impious Men bear Sway, 
The Poſt of Honour, is a private Station. 


The above was but a ſhort, though 
very warm Interview; for Lucius retir'd 
almoſt as ſoon as he had declar'd his Sen- 
timents to Theodore; who was left alone, 
almoſt confounded with a Medley of 
Love, and the diſtracted Siate of his 
Loreſhip. | et þ 

Add to this, the Preſence of a caſt-off 
Aliftreſs, who had impertinently gain'd 
Admittance, without the leaſt Ceremony; 


forgetting, in her Haſte, that the Sun 
always puts out the Moon ; otherwiſe ſhe 


might have known, an old Miſtreſs ſhould 


grve way to a new one, as ſhe is eclips'd 


by a ſuperior Brightneſs. 

1 ſhould be glad if it were in my Power 
to oblige the Reader with the above In- 
tervicw: But as it is impoſſible to paint 
either the Looks of Theodore, or the Airs 
of Miſs Forward, who ought to have 
known her Diſtance better, than to have 
intruded at this unlucky Hour, I hope to 
be excus'd, if I fall ſhort of the Original.

Prov'd White is Black, and Black is 
White, to ſerve a Turn: That War is 
Peace, and Peace War: And have mani- 
feſted to the whole World, that it is 
requiſite our Neighbours ſhould daily 
inſult us: That we both brought it on 
ourſelves, and deſerve it: That Then 
are frithful, juſt, and truly upright : That 
Ws arc directly the contra), &c. Kc. . 


Juſt 
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Juſt as he was making this long Ha- 


rangue to his Mercenary Stribblers, a 
Meſſenger came to acquaint him, of the 


Death of the B. of **** : Which oblig'd 
him to put an End to the Affair in hand, 
as one of the utmoſt Moment had en- 
gag' d his Attention. 

E muft now leap over a great deal of 
Buſineſs : But as it conſiſted of Promiſes 
only, I ſhall paſs it by with barely ob- 
ſerving, that he had affur'd ** out of the 
*# to have the good Fortune of the 
Day: No matter who cou'd p---/ beſt: 
He knew what he was about too well, 


to ſtick at Trifles. 


Next, let us turn our Eyes towards 
Scarriſſa, as we may reaſonably ſuppoſe

But, dear &arriſſa, conſider the 
long Account 1 have to ſettle: The Eu- 
topians are ſo aggravated at their Neigh- 
bours, that we muſt come to Blows, tho 
ever ſo contrary to my Inclinations: To 
prevent which you are ſenſible, the Bulk 
of your Fortune is owing, I am ſurpriz d 
you act fo wnlike yourſelf, Sir! reply'd 
Scarriſ/a : J have pay'd the Way to far- 
ther Preferment for us both: If they're

But, alas! how vain their Attempt : 
After numberleſs Struggles, to very lit-

We may eaiily perceive, by the above 
Letter, not only how well Karriſſa had 
ated her Part; but likewiſe how far ſhe 
was truſted with the Secrets of Theodore ; 
every Thing, ſoon after falling out agree- 
able to her Deſcription of Things. 

Sempronius, not only exalted, but no 
longer dreading the Storm that had hung 
threatning over his Head ; now provides 
for all thoſe who had even the leaſt Share 
in bringing about the happy Change. 

C2 Nay, 
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Nay, thoſe who barely hallow'd, A Sem- 
pronius were ſure to taſte of his Bounty; 


while the poor Eutopiuns (every way op- 


preſs'd') were more dejected than before ; 
feeing all their Hopes (from his being de- 
prrv'd of his Employments) were come to 
nothing; and who had likewiſe great 
Reaſon to believe, that, whateyer might 
be expected from the Maſtiſement order d 


to be given to inſulting Neighbours; yet, 


as he was only taken from the **** zx 
Appearance, 1 ſay, their Apprehenſions 
were rather i#creas'd than abated. And, 
what mortify'd them moſt of all, ſeyeral 
of the moſt experienc'd Men in the Lord- 
ſhip (quite tir d with the ill Treatment 
they had met with) laid down their Places.

Here opens a large Field to diſplay the 
extenſive Goodneſs of Theodore. Theſe, 
(what ſhall I call them 9) thus aſſembled, 
thus blended with the Europe 


ans, were of 
fo peaceable a Diſpoſition, fo naturally 
timerous, that whenever draw was the 
Cue; they took Care to withdraw ; and 
as often as the Word Fire was mention'd, 
they went off before their Pieces. But 
what was the Conſequence of all this ? 
Why, Theodore, conſidering them as Men, 
bl to Frailties, order d em a Feed or 
tue each Day extraordinary, in hopes 
they would take ſuch mild Treatment in- 
to Conſideration, and behave better on the 
next Occaſion.

purfu'd their inſulting Neighbours, with 
light Hearts and empty Bellies, while the 
What-d'ye-call- ems regal'd themſelves 
with Plenty. 

This 
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This greatly exaſperated the noble 
Eutopean, Ca ſſibelan, who had, at that 
time, the Direction of the Engagement; 
inſomuch, that he declin'd giving any 


further Inſtructions, till he perceiv'd ſuch 


a general Confuſion among the Eutopeans, 
that made his Aſſiſtance abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary, to preyent their Neighbours taking 
the Advantage of ſuch unhappy Circum- 
ſtances, as he perceiv'd was their Deſign. 

Once more guided by his Conduct, Things 
went on well; their Neighbours began to 


have been prevented ever being trouble- 
{ome or inſulting to Eutopeans again, had 
his Inſtructions been followed. But, lo!

Theodore, who ſeldoni was charg'd with 
Want of Courage, had the Misfortune to 
be ſtrangely ever-taken, juſt at a Time 
when his Preſence was moſt neceſſary, but 
what can we fay to Love Affairs?

not tell the Reader all Icither ſaw, heard, 
or underſtood. 

The Grand Dance over, a few Parti- 
culars afſemble together, and ſeem to 
hold a Sort of Council : But their Buſi- 
neſs remain'd a profound Secret: and all 
I'm at preſent capable of informing the 
Reader, is, immediately after the break- 
ing up of this Aſſembly, Thomas, toge- 
ther with his She-Friend, and ſome other 
Attendants, croſs the Moat; where I 
muſt leave them together, and enquire 
what's become of Theodore and his dear 
Scarriſſa, whom I muſt own (perplex'd 
with the long Tale, and ſtrange Dream) 
I had almoſt forgot. | 

I think I left Theodore wrangling and 
ſcuffliing with his Neighbours * But as 


I'm oblig'd to jump over a good deal of 


Hiſtory, I muſt entreat the Reader to 
imagine ſome run-away ; others id, 
and a conſiderable Number were drownd ; 
while many died with Gr:izf, to think 
how the Eutopeans maul'd them. 

Let us now lay all Fars aſide, for a 
Seaſon ; and neither think nor ſpeak of 
any Thing but Love. What Pen is ca- 
pable of deſcribing cither the Extacy of 
Theodore, or Scarriſſa, at the Sight of

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them together, while I call on Semp 
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each other! Thus tranſported ! will I leave 


ronius; 
who is already prepar'd to give his Lord 
a Meeting; but, iſely conſidering an In- 
terview between Theodore and Karriſſa 
might be of the utmoſt Service to him, 
he had taken Care accordingly to bring it 
about. 

Caſſibelan being likewiſe return'd from 
the Skirmiſh, the Eutopeaus begin to 
talk loudly of his quitting the Service of 
his Lord; though Sempromus has already 
taken care to patch up this, as well as 


ſome other Matters, that had caus'd a 


conſiderable Uneaſineſs among the Euto- 


peans : We have nothing now to wait for, 
but the Return of &arriſſa from *, 
who is a grand Proficient at extracting 


Secrets, and by which Means ſhe was of 
the utmoſt Service to Sempronius. | 


But Karriſſa is oblig'd to return, for 


once, with half her Errand; being ſur- 
rounded by too many Rivals to penetrate 
ſo far into Affairs as ſhe wiſh'd, and had 
been directed to do by Sempronius. 
However, with what ſhe has been able 
to procure, the flies to her Tutor ; whom 
we may now view conſulting together. 
„ were in hopes, ſaid he to Scarr/a, 
„Madam wou'd not have follow'd him 


« ſocloſe; I ſhou'd have been glad of her 


LAbſence a few Days longer, as it would 
have 
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* have ſuited our Affairs much better: 
But as my Epiſtles, directed to the 
other Side the Moat, run much in her 


% Fayour; and as I was ever ready to 


give ſuch Inſtructions, as I thought 
might prove moſt agrecable to her, I 
hope her Preſence will not prove pre- 
« judicial to me.“ 

Scarriſ/a, who gave the utmoſt Atten- 
tion tv what he had been ſaying to her, 
let him underſtand, ſhe had very little to 
e, from her Arrival, any farther 
than depriving herſelf too often of the 
Company of Theodore ; which, ſhe at the 
ſame Time aſſur'd him, ſhou'd be made 
up, by making the beſt Uſe of thoſe 
Hours ſhe was with him. | 

After having declar'd the Confidence 
he put in her Conduct, he told her, he 
apprehended it wou'd be better for her to 
return to *#****., where, tho' ſhe cou'd 
not act ſo powerfully as he wiſh'd; yet, 
nevertheleſs, ſhe might Spy into the 
Actions of others, 6 he deliver'd 
ſome Papers to Sempronius, and immedi- 
ately after went to . 

The Day after the above Interview, 
ſhe diſpatch'd one to Smpronius, with a 
Letter to inform him, that ſhe had the 
Mortification to find Theodore took much 
more Notice of Madam, then herſelf, and 
expreſs'd her Indignation at ſuch Behavi- 
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our; aſſuring him at the ſame time, no- 
thing but his Welfare cou'd cauſe her Stay 
at ***** under ſuch aggravating Cir- 
cumſlances. 

Her Letter concludes with an Obſer- 
vation ou, or ſort of Extract from, a kind 
of Petition, Sc. ſhe had got a fight of; 
and this is her Introduction: I — 
the following too important to eſcape 
your Peruſal. It was deliver'd by your 
old Penetrating Friend, at the Requeſt of 
ſeveral eminent Eutopeans. It runs thus: 

« .--We beg leave to return our moſt 
© humble and hearty Thanks for your 
« firm Attachment to us and to our Cauſe; 
„and hope you'll yet at? like yourſelf i in 
“ oppoling that Torrent of publick 
** Enormities, which has of late bore in 
„upon us with ſuch Power and great 
« Glory. 

We hope, likewiſe, you'll ſoon be 
able to make our haughty Neighbour 
once more tremble at the Name of an 
Eutopean; who, (NOW) like the 
« Fourth Beaſt in Daniel's Viſion, is be- 
« come dreadful and terrible, and ſtrong 
c exceedingly, having great Tron Teeth, 
* devouring and break ing every Thing i in 
Dieces, and ſtampin the Reſidue with 
"Xs Feet; having a Mouth ſpeaking great 
« Things ; and whoſe Look is more ſtout 
" than bis Fellocis, Kc. Re, Rc. 
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* That your Lordſhip may find all 


“ your laudable Endeayours towards 
e remedying theſe publick Grievances 
„ crown'd ' with Succeſs, and ſee a happy 
* Change accompliſh'd throughout your 
« Eftate; a Change as may render you 
© and your Tenants capable of demanding 
* ſuch Satisfaction from our inſulting 
* Neighbours, as our Injuries require; 
is not only the ardent Prayer of 
e myſelf, but likewiſe of a great Number 


of Eutopeans, who wiſh the Welfare of 


© your Lordſhip and Tenants, &c.” 
Sempronius loſt no Time, after receiv- 
ing the above Letter; but found it ne- 
ceſſary to call together his Scribblers with 
the utmoſt Speed. Eſpecially as he had 
recei vd Information, that the Eutopeans 
were going to collect themſelves into a 
Body, in order to ſettle the Affairs of the 
Lordſhip. | 1 
He accordingly diſpatches his Emiſſa- 
ries, to call a Meeting of his mercenary 
Writers againſt the next Day at Noon, 
of which he thought fit to give Notice 


to Karriſſa, as appears by the following 
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6 HE laſt I receiv'd from you, 1 


„ take as a freſh Mark of your 


“ Duty; and you may aſſure yourſelf, 
nothing can fix you firmer in my Fa- 
© your, than your continuing to keep a 


©. watchful Eye on the Actions of Theo- 


% dore, and thoſe about him. I wou'l 
© not have you be the leaſt uneaſy at his 
© ſeeming to favour Madam, MORE then 
* yourſelf; Inconſtancy, you know, in 
* thoſe Affairs, is what we have to charge 
«< all Mankind with; and it wou'd be very 
extraordinary to find it wanting in 
„ Theodore, who ſcatters his **** with 
* ſo liberal a Hand. I have one Thing, 
«© my dear Karriſſa to remark to you 
* the Eutopeans, I hear (aſſiſted by the 
* Hint I receiy'd from you) meet on 
„ #X##* . you muſt therefore be more 
* than ordinary active, and let not the 
* niceſt Whiſper eſcape your Penetration. 
* Obſerve, in particular, the Actions of 
« Madam; and fail not, whatever may 
happen, to preſerve a Friendſhip be- 
** tween you; or, at leaft, the Appear- 
* ance of ſuch: Which IT truſt you'll 
comply with, as your good Senſe muſt 
needs acquaint you the Ill-conſequence 


** a Rupture may be of in my Affairs.“ 4 
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T had an Opportunity, the next Day, 
to ſee &arriſſa pals by, in order to pay 
Sempronius a Viſit; and, as I may reaſon- 
ably imagine, to furniſh both him, and 
his Scribblers with Materials to CLEAR 
THE Cas E, Sc. Sc. Sc. and where I 
muſt leave them all (very buſy) in mak- 
ing the beſt they can of a very Black 


Affair, 
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
